R 5 is alkyl group, cycloalkyl group or aryl group, 

R 12 is hydrogen atom, lower alkyl group, lower alkoxy lower alkyl group or lower 

alkylthio lower alkyl group, 
or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

2. (Previously presented) The indoline compound of claim 1, wherein, in the formula (I), 
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R 1 and R 3 are the same or different and each is hydrogen atom, lower alkyl group or lower alkoxy 
group, 

R 2 is -NHS0 2 R 6 [R 6 is alkyl group, aryl group or -NHR 7 (R 7 is hydrogen atom, 
-COR 13 (R 13 is hydrogen atom or lower alkyl group) or lower alkoxycarbonyl group)], 
-NHCONH 2 or lower alkyl group substituted by -NHSO2R 6 [R 6 is alkyl group, aryl group or 
-NHR 7 (R 7 is hydrogen atom, -COR 13 (R 13 is hydrogen atom or lower alkyl group) or lower 
alkoxycarbonyl group)], 

R 4 is alkyl group, cycloalkyl group or cycloalkylalkyl group, 

R 5 is alkyl group, cycloalkyl group or aryl group, and 

R 12 is hydrogen atom, 

or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

3. (Previously presented) The indoline compound of claim 1, wherein, in the formula (I), 
R 2 is -NHSO2R 6 [R 6 is alkyl group or -NHR 7 (R 7 is hydrogen atom)], 

R 4 is alkyl group optionally substituted by hydroxy group, -COR 13 (R 13 is hydrogen atom 
or lower alkyl group), lower alkenyl group, lower alkoxy lower alkyl group or lower alkylthio 
lower alkyl group, 

R 5 is alkyl group, and

pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

5. (Previously presented) The indoline compound of claim 2, wherein, in the formula (I), 
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R 2 or -NHCOR 5 is bonded to the 5-position of indoline, and the other is bonded to the 7-position 
of indoline, or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof. 

6. (Previously presented) The indoline compound of claim 3, wherein, in the formula (I), 
R 2 is bonded to the 5-position of indoline, and -NHCOR 5 is bonded to the 7-position of indoline, 
or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

7. (Previously presented) The indoline compound of claim 4, wherein, in the formula (I), 
R 2 is bonded to the 5-position of indoline, and -NHCOR 5 is bonded to the 7-position of indoline, 
or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

8. (Previously presented) The indoline compound of claim 6, wherein, in the formula (I), 
R is lower alkoxy lower alkyl group or lower alkylthio lower alkyl group, and R is hydrogen 
atom or lower alkyl group, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

9. (Previously presented) The indoline compound of claim 8, wherein, in the formula (I), 
R 1 and R 3 are lower alkyl groups, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof.
